FIND HELICS OF OLDEST MAN AT 
FEETILIZEE CO. QUARRIES 

IN HILLS

Lime Pit Excavations Permit Four
Million-Year Glimpse Backward;

Fossils Are Declared of Im-.
portance to Scientists

In the limn pits of the Torrance 
Lime and Fertilizer Company on the 
O. S. Weston Ranch thorp have been 
unearthed recently fossil* remains 
that scientists believe will cast hew 
light on the antiquity of man and 
on conditions existing on this earth 
4,000,000 years or more ago.

Man has been dolvlns into hi: 
past, geologically and paleontol- 
golically, for centuries;. Though he 
is uiuially oerdlted with better hind 
sight than foresight, by no stretch 
of the imagination have our sclen 
lists been able to have a look so far 
back. Consequently the Torrance 
Lime and Fertilizer pit finds are of 
the discovery of a so-called preserved 
human foot, the lone surviving KPV- 
tige of the father, of man.

In this connection, scientists point 
out that vestiges of prehistoric hu­ 
man life here are usually found 
near the surface, not in sepulchra 1 
caves, as in Europe. In othei 
words, our American forebears seen: 
to have liked it so well here that 
they kept pretty well to the open 
Perhaps it was sunny here then, 
just as It is today, living condition? 
were good in other words, though 
all that remains to prove it are dead 
ones.

At any rate, Prof. Chester Stock, 
veritable paleonologlBt for the Uni 
versity of California announced that 
he will within a short time be 
ready to make an exhaustive study 
of the remains and has arranged tc 
be present during the excavations-­ 
over a considerable period of time

Dr. L. B. Wyman, of the Museum 
of History, Science and Art at Ex­ 
position Park, who returned recently' 
from a careful Investigation of the1 
pits, says that the eviilonce all 
points to the unearthing of high 
iy important material from a period 
.mteilating the famous La Urea and 
San Pedro deposits, and also shed 
ding valuable light on both of them 
Although the deposits appeared at 
first to be largely marine in charac­ 
ter, he said, careful analysis Indi­ 
cates that remarkable conditions 
existing there are due to the pres­ 
ence of animal rather than of ma­ 
rine life.

He attaches particular Importance 
to the fact that phosphoric acid has 
apparently dissolved the tremendous 
shell deposits which were there, in 
such a way as to make an unpreee- 
dentedly large deposit of lime. The 
source from which this phospohork 
acid came, he says, was undoubtedly 
the countless animals, which were 
piled up there.

Thus there results the unusual 
condition of animal remains being 
deposited in such quantities amid 
marine remains as to simultaneously 
dissolve the marine deposits and 
take from them a lime marl or en­ 
casement which would preserve 
through millions of years the bones 
of the animals responsible for the 
dissolution of the marine deposits.
